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Gizzverse Guide: 

The beginners guide to KGLW This is not the first or 
last dedicated guide for getting into King Gizzard. It was 
originally developed on the Boiler Rhapsody music blog 
and discretely hosted there while sourcing collaborators. 
Once Boiler Rhapsody's editor/author found kglw.net, it 
was quickly realised that both projects were suited for 
each other and merged. 


Song Histories: 


The song_ histories project may be the most 
comprehensive guide to the band’s music that has ever 


been published. Since 2010 King Gizzard has released 
hundreds of songs, yet the stories behind them are often 
lost or scattered across various interviews, documentaries, 
and other sources. Site writers TimelandisWacky, W.B.T.G. 
Slinger, and RattleRattleRattle took up the task of 
preserving that history by writing detailed pages for every 
song the band has written or performed. Our history pages 
go over every bit of info we were able to find, including 
new information that had yet to be documented 
anywhere else on the internet. To read a song history, click 
the song that you want to learn about and then the 
“history” tab. 


KGLW.net Forum: 

Our forum has been running since the summer of 
2023. On it are threads for a bunch of relating topics 
including (but not limited to) Gizzard news, ticket 
exchanges, related artists, and album discussion. The 
forum also hosts live threads for King Glzzard shows where 
you can join in and discuss as the band plays. 


Han-Tyumi: 

Han-Tyumi, created by volunteer developer cwar, is 
an OpenAl-powered chatbot which is all about King 
Glzzard. Start by choosing if you have an “interview 
question” or a “setlist question” and have a chat with our 
artificial intelligence overlord! Source code and technical 


details can be found on Han-Tyumi’s blog post. 
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In this guide, you'll find everything you need 
to have the best time in the city of your 
choice. We polled locals, reached out to 
venues, and did our own research on the 
best each city has to offer. Here you'll find 
advice about the venue, city specific stats 
on music, local attractions, places to eat, 
“must-sees”, and so much more. Allin the 
name of spreading the best places that 
deserve your time (and money) on tour.

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General Tour Tips: 


If you see something, say something. Alert security if 
someone is overstepping their boundaries, ignoring 
someone’s consent, or has had a little too much 
anything.. 


If you’re going to the mosh pit, brush up on some mosh 
pit etiquette to ensure that everyone is safe and having 
a good time. We also suggest you read how to stay safe 
in a crowd crush scenario. 


Poster designs, quantities, and details are announced 
the day of the show. Usually there is a standard poster 
and a far more limited foil edition. Both typically sell out 
within thirty to sixty minutes after the doors open. We 
suggest you get there at least an hour early if you’re 
looking to grab a _ poster (especially a_ foil). 


Looking for last minute ticketsP Cashorirade has a 
bunch of tickets at face value, sold directly by fans. 
They’re also running a giveaway including tickets for 9/8 
and a T-shirt and sticker pack provided by us! August 
30th is the last day to enter so dont miss out! 


Bring earplugs to avoid hearing loss. Noises above 100 
db can alter your hearing after fifteen minutes. 


Free Narcan is being provided by the nonprofit This Must 
Be The Place for the entire US tour. Please donate if you 
appreciate their work!

The Anthem is a three-floored venue with a modern “club 
theater" esthetic that backs onto the Wharf, an area of 
high-end restaurants and hotels. GA standing room only 
on the first floor with reserved balcony seating on the 2nd 
and 3rd floors. Smoking area on the 2nd floor. No outside 


food or beverage and no reentry.

There's a shared lot available at the venue but 
locals recommend taking the Metro to the 
Green line Waterfront Station or parking near 

the National Mall, enjoying the day, and then ANTHEM 
taking the walk over at show time. Weed is in a 

legal gray area in DC: purchase smartly.

Our Nation's capital has plenty to see! 
Explore the National Mall a_ short 
distance north of the venue and visit 
the endless’ historic sites and 
museums. Free sites include the 
various memorials (Lincoln, 
Washington, etc.), all the Smithsonian 
Museums, and the museum of Abstract 
Art. If youre looking for something close 
to the venue, U-Street is the place to 
party (before and after the show) and 
Union Market is great for shopping, 
browsing art, and dining on cuisines 
from all over the world. 


Union Market features many 
restaurants in one location and is 
relatively close to the venue (sixteen 
minute drive away). Falafel Inc. can 
be found across DC and is worth a 
shot. Tiki TNT KS a 
Polynesian-themed bar that’s only a 
two minute walk away from The 
Anthem. 


King Gizzard is returning to Forest Hills Stadium for two 
marathon shows at the 13,000 capacity venue. Originally 
constructed for tennis, the stadium is outdoors and exposed; 
locals recommend dressing for the weather. Golden apple 
tickets will get you early access to the GA section of the 


venue if rail riding is your thing. 


Subway. subway, subway. NYC is 
notoriously car unfriendly, so find a 
commuter train stop outside the city, park 
and take the train in. Or take the train from 
your city lodging.

There are so many things to do in NYC; 
let's talk about the free. Central Park is 
a must see for first-timers and the 
Queens Botanical Garden is free on 
Sunday mornings. The Staten Island 
Ferry is free and will take you RIGHT 
past the Statue of Liberty. 


King Gizzard has a long history in the 
city and state of New York, having had 
a residency at Baby's All Right in 
Brooklyn before heading upstate to 
record I’m In Your Mind Fuzz. We can't 
recommend you go to Brooklyn just for 
Baby’s All Right though... 


There are way too many options in NYC 
but stay away from the tourist traps in 
Times Square. Otherwise, just turn a 
block and you'll be able to find 
something good to eat. But always 
remember: Junior's cheesecake is 
overrated. 


ee The venue at Suffolk Downs is situated on a former 
horse track and is primarily GA lawn. The only bathrooms 
are in the very back corner opposite the stage. As a 
newer venue, less information is known than usual. No 
reentry, no outside food, no bags larger than 14” x 14”, but 
they will let you in with an empty water bottle. 


Parking at the venue is $30 in advance; this is probably the 
cheapest parking youre finding in Boston. Otherwise, the 
subway or commuter trains are your friends as the Blue line 
Suffolk Down stop is directly by the venue. Weed is legal in 
Massachusetts.

The venue isn't near anything special but 
Boston has a great deal of history that is 
free to tour and can be reached by subway 
for the day. The Freedom Trail is a 
memorable walk along the Boston 
Commons and other historic Boston sights. 
Faneuil Hall and Boston Public market are 
mainstay (if pricey) places with awesome 
food selection and shopping. Check out 
the Museum of Science and the Aquarium 
while you’re down there too! 


Otherwise, hangout in the Belle Isle Marsh 
Reservation off the Suffolk Downs Blue line 
stop or enjoy one of the Isles many 
beaches. It will be a short jaunt over to the 
venue at show time. 


THE SIAGE

There's a shopping mall with basic fixings 
on the isle but the real food and drink is 
going to be in downtown Boston. Any 
Cuisine imaginable is here and Boston 
specializes in its seafood at any price point. 


The T stop at Wood island on the way back 
to the airport has a few spots open late 
with vegan options (La Shiva, Chinese 
Dragon). 


Thompson's Point is just that: a peninsula jutting out into 
the Atlantic Ocean from the coast of Portland. And lucky 
for you, Gizz is going to play a show there. Expect beautiful 
Maine views but be prepared for the unpredictable Maine 
weather and ocean winds. Outside food and beverage 
allowed: one sealed water bottle and one small soft side 
cooler; no reentry. 


Buy a parking pass ahead of time as 
parking is limited. Uber will be limited at 
the end of the show, so plan on knowing 
how to take the train or bus back to your 
location or risk paying for an expensive 
Uber at 1 AM.

Check out the International 
Cryptozoology Museum for info on the 
Loch Ness Monster, Bigfoot, and 
Han-Tyumi. If you want to do 
something specific, locals recommend 
coming prepared with tickets and 
reservations ahead of time: August is 
peak tourist season in Maine. 


August is also peak whale season, and 
you're not likely to have a _ better 
chance to take a whale-watching tour 
than in Portland. Be sure to check out 
the Old Port area downtown for food, 
stores and attractions like whale 
watching. 


Bissell Brothers Brewing, Portland Zoo 
(the bar), Allagash Brewing is worth the 
drive. Vegan: Green Elephant, Boda, 
and many other Asian restaurants 
downtown. 


Lobster can be found just about 
anywhere and is in fact delicious but 
pricey. Try a Lobstah Roll before you 
leave: you won't regret it. 


A large arena, The Budweiser Stage has multiple tiers and 
rows of seating. Permitted: homemade food wrapped in 
plastic, blankets, low profile lawn chairs, only small 
collapsible umbrellas, one sealed plastic bottle of water, 
plastic refillable water bottles and non-professional 
cameras (point & shoots, disposables). 


Official venue parking is limited. Use public 
transportation (TTC) and it’s a short walk 
from the nearest stop to the venue. The 
drinking age in Canada is 19 and weed is 
widely available recreationally.

Wristlets or clear bag no bigger 
than 12” x 6” x 12” inches are allowed. states 
no outside food or drink, so I'll assume that includes water. 
Venue FAQ mentions nothing about prohibiting recording 
devices (or cameras). Unclear if reentry is allowed.

show in Cleveland). No re-entry and No poster tubes. Savvy fans 
will grab a kayak and hitch up in the river outside the venue or 
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Ohio is 420 friendly, but at the moment you can only 
obtain weed from a few dispensaries ($$$). 


Drivers beware: New law lets cops pull you over for 
“more than one swipe” on a phone while driving.

Parking in the Flats near the venue will go fast: find a 
garage with parking all day and commit early.

Downtown is the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, which is 
worth the visit exactly once (you can’t vote for Gizz 


yet..). 


Edgewater and Wendy Park are close public parks 
with beaches for volleyball, day drinking, and 
soaking up views of the lake on a good day. 


Ohio City and Lakewood are great for shopping, art 
galleries, and LGBT-friendly spaces to hang out. 


Cuyahoga Valley National Park is a haul at 45 
minutes south but when else are you going to cross 
it off your list? There are some amazing waterfalls 
and historic sites to check out. 


Museums in University Circle are about 20 minutes 
from the venue but house two free world-class art 
museums, a natural history museum with live 
animals, and botanical gardens with Arboretum. 


Tina’s Nite Club hosts karaoke late: 
if we got enough Gizz fans we can takeover. 


West Side Market is a wonderful food market a 
mile from the venue with stalls from all around 
the world and for every dietary restriction. 


Visit Happy Dog to see the tiny stage where 
they somehow fit two drummers and enjoy the 
“Ohio Burrito Bowl” with build your own hot dogs 
and tots (vegan dogs available). 


Noble Beast Brewing has you covered for 
boujee but affordable food and brews. 


Described as similar to Chicago's Salt Shed, Gizz will be playing the 
venue’s outdoor stage. Pit is concrete, lawn is astroturf (watch for 
butterflies!) No backpacks. 14” x 14” totes are cool, as are small bags 
(5” x 8”), with or without handle. Unclear on tubes. Venue is cashless! 
No outside food or bev. No mention of drinking water on website. 
Security has a shitty reputation. Merch at other concerts has been 
located stage left near the entrance. Professional cameras 
(detachable lens) and recording devices are listed as prohibited, 
some artists may allow it. No reentry. 


There is parking available directly below the 
venue (typically $20) as well as along nearby 
streets and in nearby pay lots. Locals say the 
immediate area is traffic- prone and suggest 
parking just outside of the downtown Newport 
area or in Cincinnati, a short walk across the 
Purple People Bridge.

Shop at Shake It Records and 
Everybody Records, and check out 
Homage for excellent tees. 


Lots of great skate spots: University 
of Cincinnati, The Pit (indoor 
skatepark), Sawyer Point, and 
Newport skatepark (next to Newport 
High School) are must-hits. 


Hang out at Eden Park, Washington 
Park, and Devu Park. 


The Cincinnati Art Museum comes 
highly recommended. 


KY side of the river in Newport: Pepper Pod, York 
Street Deli, Wooden Cask, Purple Poulet ($$$), 
Amol India, La Mexicana Newberry Bros. (for 
bourbon), Braxton Brewery; KY side of the river in 
Covington (5 min from venue): Purrfect Day Cat 
Cafe, Gutierrez Deli, Wunderbar, Olla, Junipers; 
Ohio side of the river: Abigail Street, Che, Gomez 
Salsa OTR, Taste of Belgium, the Eagle, Rosie's 
Italian (downtown), Scotti’s (Italian, oldest 
restaurant in Cincinnati). Rhinegeist and Madtree 
are highly recommended beer spots. Skyline Chili 
is an oft-touted Cincy classic that “may or may 
not give you diarrhea’, according to one 
contributor. Another local delicacy is a breakfast 
meat item called goetta. 


Located in Philly's East Fairmount Park and operated by 
Philadelphia City Parks & Recreation, this venue was 
renovated just a few years ago. Mostly seats with a small 
lawn area, the seating capacity is 5,344 and there are 600 
lawn seats. No water bottles allowed, no bags larger than 
4.5” x 6.5". Smoking is not allowed. Merch is located at the 
far side of the lawn. Video/audio recording is not 
permitted. No reentry. 


Reports from the venue often include complaints 
about arriving early due to a difficult parking 
situation. Be careful around the Strawberry 
Mansion area as it can be dangerous. 
Pennsylvania has medical cannabis but not 
recreational. New Jersey has recreational, which is 
a very short distance from Philly.

Please don’t scare the children at 
the Please Touch Museum but 
there are many natural sites 
across the river from the venue to 
explore (Centennial Arboretum 
and Shofuso Cultural Center) 


The Reading Terminal Market is worth a 
visit; there are lots of food sellers with a 
ton of variety. Jim's on South Street is a 
good place for cheesesteaks. Get 
yourself a water ice ("wooder ice")! Try 
a cherry/lemon mix for a summer 
classic. For vegan food, see Vegan-ish 
(1214 N 52nd St, Philadelphia, PA 19131) 
and Primary Plant Based (161 W Girard 
Ave, Philadelphia, PA 19123). 


Enter on 5th St. near the venue: 7th St. for the VIP tickets. 
Outdoor event, rain or shine. Umbrellas allowed if rain is 
forecasted.. 16" x 16° x 8° clear bags. Chairs allowed on 
the lawn. One unopened bottle of water per ticket is 
allowed, no larger than 32 oz. Rumors say the venue is 
long and skinny: get there early to secure your spot 
closer to the front and for better acoustics at this 
outdoor venue. 


Both paid and free public parking are available along adjacent 
streets, at the American Civil War Museum, and at the Belle Isle 
parking lot near Brown’s Island Way. Weed is legal in VA but 
there aren't recreational sales yet. Richmond is a beautiful art 
city with plenty to do close to the venue. Find a place to park for 
the day and grab a bike to get around town.

No reentry. Backpacks, bags and purses larger than 6” x 6” x 6” 
are not allowed. Clear bags smaller than 18” x 18” x 18" are okay. 
Food and drinks are not allowed though unopened plastic water 
bottles are okay. Merchandise will be sold in the lobby. There are 
phone charging stations in the Jan Davis Lobby. A water station 
can be found near the restrooms in the main concourse. 
Smoking is not allowed outside of smoking areas. Video/audio 
recording is not permitted. 


There are a number of parking decks nearby 
PoOureeE 
parking is also available. Weed is illegal in 
North Carolina. The city has trolley tours 
which allow you to get off at different 
locations such as the Arts District, Biltmore

The Asheville Pinball Museum and the 
Asheville Art Museum are within walking 
distance of the arena. 


The Moogseum is dedicated to the 
innovations of Robert Moog, who changed 
the very fabric of music history through his 
synthesizers. 


Asheville sits at the bottom of the Blue 
Ridge Parkway: a scenic route with a 
number of trails and attractions such as 
Craggy Gardens. 


Pisgah National Forest is 500,000 acres of 
forest in the Appalachian Mountains with a 
number of picturesque waterfalls. Hiking, 
biking and fishing are allowed within the 
park. 


Asheville happens to be both a food 
city and a brewing city. Look into the 
Centreville | Luncheonette, Copper 
Crown, the Whistle Hop Brewing 
Company, and New Belgium Brewing, 
where King Gizzard played in 2019. New 
Belgium Brewing is also home to the 
Smokin Onion food truck which 
specializes in vegan burgers. 


The show will happen rain or shine. Prohibited items includes umbrellas, 
poster tubes, large blankets, lawn chairs, and inflatable chairs. Clear tote 
bags larger than 12” x 6” x 12” aren't allowed. If it’s 6” x 9” or smaller, it doesn’t 
need to be clear. A factory sealed plastic bottle of water and empty 
non-glass water bottles up to a gallon are allowed. Merch will be in the plaza 
at the second entrance near the corner of Ist Ave South and Korean Veterans 
Blvd. Water stations can be found near the restrooms on the east and west 
sides of the venue. Smoking is not allowed. Audio taping is sometimes 
allowed but its dependent on the show. Professional cameras are not 
allowed.

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. A VIP parking upgrade is available » , 
through Live Nation/Ticketmaster. Weed is 
very much illegal in Tennessee.

The Country Music Hall of Fame and 
Museum is one of the countrys most 
extensive collections of music artifacts with 
exhibits featuring the likes of Willie Nelson, 
Elvis Presley, Bill Monroe, and more. The 
museum also runs RCA Studio B, one of the 
most historic recording studios in the 
country. 


The Musicians Hall of Fame and Museum 
focuses not just on the famous but the 
large number of historic session musicians 
who never got the credit they deserved. 


Check out Hatch Show Print and grab a 
woodblock print concert poster. 


The John Seigenthaler Pedestrian Bridge 
gives some incredible views of the city. 


The Assembly Food Hall is a food hub with 
nearly thirty different restaurants serving 
everything from grilled cheese to banh mi. 
There's a few vegan places near the venue 
such as the Sunflower Cafe, The Southern 
V, and Kale Afrika. There are many bars in 
Nashville but some that stick out are Pearl 
Diver, the Station Inn, and Vinyl Tap, which 
is a bar and record store. 


The pavilion has a capacity as high as 30,000 attendees, though 
Gizzard’s show should let in about 9,200 patrons. There are multiple 
designated smoking areas in the plaza. Tailgating is not allowed. 
Reentry is not allowed. The merch booth is in the plaza past the 
picnic tables. All transactions are cashless. Up to a gallon of factory 
sealed water is allowed in. Empty plastic bottles are allowed. A water 
station can be found at gate one. The venue only allows clear 
plastic/vinyl bags no bigger than 12” x 6” x 12” and clutch bags no 
bigger than 6” x 9”. 


You can drive there and park in the Adler Planetarium or Soldier Field 
lot. If that's not an option, you can try public transport like taxis, Ubers, 
bikes and CTA buses. The club Reggies is also

The Field Museum, Shedd Aquarium, Adler Planetarium, 
and a wetland nature preserve are all within walking 
distance of the show. If you're into the music of Pink 
Floyd, the Adler currently has a Dark Side of the Moon 
show in their dome theater with surround sound audio 
and space-themed visuals. The museum campus also 
has a number of parks and beaches which you can 
explore before showtime. Outside of the campus, the 
Lincoln Park Zoo is free and has some of the best zoo 
exhibits in the Midwest. Baseball season is underway so 
look into White Sox or Cubs games. If you’re looking for 
something a little more unique, however, seek out the 
Garden of the Phoenix, which was originally a gift from 
Osaka, Japan for the World’s Columbian Exposition of 
1893. 
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Make sure to check out some famous Chicago 
food such as pizza from Giordanos and hot 
dogs from The Wiener's Circle. Stella’s Diner is 
an American diner with great food and a fun 
atmosphere. Handlebar and Kitchen 17 are both 
beloved vegan restaurants in the city. There are 
also multiple food options at Huntington Bank 
Pavilion. As for bars, we got recommendations 
for Half Acre, Hop Butcher for the World, Marz, 
and Mousetrap. 


The Armory is a historic building which was the old National 
Guard armory. but are labelled 
"mens" and "womens’ due to the historic nature of the venue. 
Smoking is not allowed inside but there are designated smoking 
areas outside. Bags under 12” x 6" x 12° are allowed. Any hard 
sided bags are prohibited. Water bottles and outside 
food/beverages are not allowed. Taping policy changes from 
show to show; check in with the venue two to three days 
beforehand. Cameras are not allowed. No reentry. 


The Armory offers parking off of 5th Ave S. You can also get 
to the venue by light rail and bus. Liquor stores close at 
10pm barring Sundays, when they close at 69m. Weed is 
legal in Minneapolis.

First Avenue is the most famous music club in 
town and has been played by some of the 
biggest names in music. Even if you don’t see a 
show there, check out the outside walls which 
display the names of those who have played 
there, such as Prince, Foo Fighters, Ween, Frank 
Zappa, Big Star, They Might Be Giants, Bo 
Diddley, Run DMC, and 


Prince's estate, Paisley Park, is now a museum 
which showcases artifacts from one of the 
most prolific and creative musicians of all time. 
Tickets are in-demand, so make sure to get 
tickets beforehand. 


Minnehaha Regional Park is a 170 acre park with 
picnic areas, free disc golf, and gardens. The 
highlight is Minnehaha Falls, a fifty-three-foot 
waterfall with multiple viewing points. 
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While there are some food/drink options at The 
Armory, there's a bunch of restaurants and 
bars in the area. Boludo is an award-winning 
Argentinian pizza place thats only a 
five-minute walk away. A bit further out are 
Crooked Pint Alehouse and Zen Box Izakaya. 
There's a number of vegan places in the area 
as well such as Lulu’s EthioVegan Cuisine and 
Heal. The Day Block Brewing Company has both 
a wide variety of drinks as well as live music. 


Tickets are assigned seats, so sit where you are 
assigned. No ‘oversized bags. Small bags 
allowed but no sizes specified. Venue advises 
against recording devices. Situation may 
change closer to date with band permission. 
Free Wifi in the venue. 


Parking in Milwaukee is a drag. Try to find an all-day parking spot 
and keep it (following our tips to stay close!). You cannot buy 
liquor in the entire state of Wisconsin after 90m. Beer stops being 
sold at midnight. And it’s a state law so you won't find any 
exceptions. Mary Jane is illegal in Wisconsin and Alpine Valley a 
few hours away has the special honor of having a judge on site 
to persecute neer do wells. You have been warned.

Milwaukee Brat House is open until 2 
AM and a short walk from the venue. 
The Milwaukee Riverwalk has many 
options, including Lakefront Brewery 
(worth the trip). Milwaukee Public 
Market is your best bet for a wide 
selection of vegan options. 


No bags larger than 12” x 10” x 10” inches. All bags will be 
searched. No outside food or bev. Venue is almost entirely 
cashless. “Beverage containers’ are on the list of 
prohibited items. Tubes will be iffy. We hear great things 
about sightlines and sound for this relatively small venue. 
Website states that cameras with detachable lens as well 
as audio and visual recording equipment are prohibited.

The area immediately surrounding The 
Factory sounds very corporate and 
maybe not-so-fun, although there is a 
walking path and bike trail directly 
behind the venue. St. Louis is about 30 
minutes from the venue and there youlll 
find City Museum (includes giant 
indoor and outdoor playgrounds, a 
cave system, and good times to be 
had). The St. Louis Zoo and Art Museum 
are both free and high quality. Locals 
also recommend Klondike Park for 
hiking, about 30 minutes from the 
venue. Shop at Vintage Vinyl and Found 
Vintage. AGES 


For beer: Schlafly, Urban Chestnut, and 4 
Hands. Best BBQ: Pappy’s, Salt and Smoke, 
and Sugarfire. Annie Gunn's Steakhouse is 
famous and expensive. Visit the Pan-Asia 
Supermarket for the best fried rice in town. 
Saffron Indian Cuisine (lamb curry!) and 
Sedara Sweets (baklava!) For classic 
thin-crust pizza, do Imo's. For a unique take 
on thick-crust, don't miss Blackthorn Pub.

Lauritzen Gardens is a 100-acre garden 
with a number of stunning displays, like 
their rose garden or their model train 
garden. Kenefick Park (dedicated to 
Union Pacific Railroad CEO John 
Kenefick) is not far from Lauritzen with 
EMD DDA40X and Big Boy No. 4023 on 
display. 


The Henry Doorly Zoo sounds promising 
with its long history, award-winning 
exhibits, and one of the world’s largest 
indoor deserts. 


Shop for music at Homer's in the 
Haymarket. Locals recommend 
hanging out in the Benson area 
pre-show. 


Theres a good amount of 
restaurants nearby. Look into Runza, 
Veg.Edible, Twisted Fork, Blue Sushi 
Sake Grill, and Ragazzis Pizza. Bars 
worth checking out include 
Brickway, Zipline, The City Pub, and 
Brokedown Palace. 


No reentry; except for between the early and late shows on 9/9 for those who hold 
separate tickets for the shows. All-day pass holders must remain in the venue. 
Clear bags and pocket bags under 13” x 15” x 8” are allowed. Small bags like purses 
and fanny packs must be under 6” x 9”. Bags with multiple pockets are prohibited. 
Empty water bottles under 32 oz are allowed. All items must be able to fit under 
your seat (18” x 12”). Food must be in a clear plastic bag under a gallon. Empty 
poster tubes are allowed.

The Forney Transportation Museum is home to 
over six hundred transportation related items 
from over the years, including cars and trains. 


The Denver Museum of Nature and Science has 
exhibits about dinosaurs, minerals, planets, and 
more. It also has a like hidden 
elves within their dinosaur dioramas (maybe 
even a garden goblin). 


Make sure to buy some records at Wax Trax. 
Also check out Fifty-Two 80's for vintage pop 
culture collectables. 


No guide to the Denver area is complete 
without mentioning Casa Bonita, the 
amusement park-like Mexican restaurant 
made famous on South Park (and now owned 
by Matt Stone and Trey Parker).

For bars, look into Radio Room, Gold Dust Meridian, 
A Roadside Attraction; Dive bars: Landmark 
Saloon, The Standard, and Swift Lounge. Food: 
Harlow (vegetarian), The Hazel Room (Brunch), 
Hunnymilk (brunch), Luc Lac (Vietnamese), 
Katchka ("$$$ Russian but so kitschy and fun’), 
Ranch/Bearlick for pizza and beer, Lovelies Pizza 
(one of the best!), Red Sauce Pizza, The Veggie 
Grill, and The People's Pig or Miss Delta's (BBQ and 
Southern). If you happen to be gluten-free and 
enjoy (or miss) beer, be sure to check out 
Groundbreaker. Amazing GF beer and good food, 
too (GF, naturally). As for vegan places, check out 
Boxcar Pizza, Dirty Lettuce, Feel Good PDx, 
Boneless, and Off the Griddle. 


Locals inform us that there is plenty of space at this 
venue.
